The founder's original endowment for the above pur- 
poſes, was a revenue which he appropriated to the uſe 
of this boſpital, jointly with that of St. John, in 
Canterbury, founded by him likewiſe, being ſeven- 
ſcore pounds per annum, to be paid out of the ma- 
nors of Reculyer and Bocton under Blean.

IIEs the next pariſh caſtward from that of St. Mis 
chael, Harbledowne, by which only it is ſeparated from 
that of Thanington, before deſcribed. It makes a part 
of the ſuburbs of the city of Canterbury on the weſtern 
fide of it, and is ſo called from the ſaint, to which the 


church is dedicatee. 2% 00 Sq 
 Tars parrsn adjoins eaſtward to that of Holy 


| Croſs, Weſtgate, ahout midway between the city gate 


and St. Dunſtan's church. The ſtreet is built on each 
fide of the high London road. It is unpaved, but very 
broad and ſightly, and the houſes are, many of them, 
though ſmall, very neat and modern. On the north 
ſide of it is the gaol, for the eaſtern diviſion of the 


county, but it is a. gaol only for felons, and priſoners 


under the juriſdiction of the juſtices, and not for deb- 
tors, the ſheriff of the county taking no cognizance' 
of it. The antient Place-houſe of the Ropers ſtands: 
oppoſite the church, at the weſt end of the ſtreet, the 
antient ſeat'is ſaid to have ſtood at ſome diſtance be- 
hind the preſent houſe and gateway, which are ſituated; 


| cloſe to the fide of the ſtreet, theſe having been 


only the inferior offices belonging to it. They have 
been for many years paſt converted into a dwelling and 
public brew-houſe, and are now tenanted by John 
Abbot, eſq. who reſides in it.

TRIS PARISH is within the ECCLESIASTICAL jukis-

In the north, or 
high chancel there are ſeveral memorials for the family 
of Scranton. Underneath, near the north ſide, is a 
large vault, wherein many of the family of Roberts are 
depoſited. The altar cloth is very curious, made 
ſeemingly before the reformation, having on it ſeveral 
figures of cherubs, and in the middle a crucifix, with 
the figure of Chriſt on it; all elegantly* wrought in 
needle-work emboſſed with gold, not unlikely by one 
of the ladies of the Roper family. The ſouth chancel 
is called the Roper chancel, in a vault underneath which 
many of this family are depoſited, and being full, it has 
been cloſed up. Againſt the ſouth wall are two tombs 
of Betherſden marble, one of them partly within an 
arch in the wall, probably that of the founder of this 
chancel ; over the other is a banner, of the arms of 
Roper, moſtly torn off, and a helmet, and ſurcoat, with 
the arms of More on it, Argent, a chevron ermine, be- 
tween three moor cocks, fable, Againſt a pillar is a 
handſome monument for Thomas Roper, eſq. grand- 
ſon of Sir Thomas More, by his daughter Margaret, 
obt. 1597 ; above are the arms of Roper, with 'quar- 
terings. In the eaſt window are ſome ſmall remains of 
painted glaſs. Somner gives ſeveral inſcriptions re- 
maining in his time, for the Ropers, one of which is 
for William Roper, eſq. ſon and heir of John Roper, 
eſq. and for Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir Thomas 
More, lord chancellor. His monument is that with 
the banner over it, againſt the ſouth wall. In a hol 
low in the wall of the vault underneath, having an iron

PETER Manwoo, Esa. in 1594, gave for the ſame purpoſe, 
two ſmall tenements, with half an acre of land, at Tyler-hill, 
in this pariſh, the rent of which, one of the tenements having 
fallen down, is now only il. per annum. 
Sin Roc Manwoop, in his life-time, gave another houſe 
at Tyler-hill, called Hobſon's tenement, which Sir Thomas 
Colepepir, on his purchaſing the manſion and eſtate of St. Ste- 
phen's, took poſſeſſion of, and it has been fiace, and remains 
now in the poſſeſſion of the Hales's.

The church, which is dedicated to St. Stephen, is 
built in the form of a croſs, conſiſting of a body, and 
chancel at the eaſt end, and two croſs chancels on the 
north and ſouth fide of the body, having a low ſpire 
ſteeple ſet on the tower at the weſt end, in which are 
ſix bells and a clock. This church has been built at 
different times. The bottom part of the tower of the 
ſteeple appears, by two very ſmall circular windows in 
it, and the door-way, which is, though a pointed arch, 
decorated with two rows of zig-zag ornaments, to be 
the moſt antient, and was probably in being in arch- 
biſhop Baldwin's time, who is ſaid to have began to 
rebuild this church with ſtone, which was before built 
only of timber; nor is the body of it of much leſs an- 
tiquity. The eaft chancel, which is elegant for the 
time, was built next, and the two croſs ones, at a long 
diſtance of time afterwards. In the high chancel are 
ſeveral memorials for the vicars of this church, within 
the altar rails. Several hatchments of the Aylworths 
and Stocketts.

Againſt the north wall is a curious painting, of a mo- 
nument of queen Elizabeth, with her effigies lying at 
full length on a tomb; above is a canopy, ſupported 
by marble pillars, and adorned with different coats of 
arms and inſcriptions.

A me- 
morial for Catherine, wife of Cyprian Rondeau Bunce, 
nt. obt. 1781. A monument for Richard Ibbet- 
Di D. D. rector of Lambeth, &c. obt. 1731. The 
windows feem to have been very rich with painted 
- glaſs, of which there is very little remaining; but in 
the eaſt window is a coat of arms, Argent, on à cin- 
quefoil, ſable, a creſcent, or. The ſouth croſs was built 
wholly by Sir Roger Manwood, and a large vault un- 
der it for himſelf and his family. His monument is 
againſt the weſt wall of it, ſet up by him in his life- 
time, very handſome, having his buſt, in his chief ba- 
Ton's robes and cap; and underneath, in ſmall figures, 
on one fide his wife and three ſons and two daugh- 
ters, and on the other fide his ſecond wife only, all 
kneeling.

Manwood conſidering, in 1588, for that and other 
conſcientious motives, furrendered his leaſe, which he 
held from the archdeacon, of the parſonage of this 
pariſh, conſiſting of the tithes of corn and hay, at the 
yearly rent of ten pounds, and with his conſent and 
that of the archbiſhop, ſettled it, on certain condi. 
tions and the uſual annual reſerved rent, on the vicar 
of it and his ſucceſſors, as a perpetual augmentation 
of the vicarage of it, in which ſtate it continues at 
this time. The conditions of it were, that they 
ſhould reſide conſtantly, and ſhould not take any 
other benefice with cure, nor apply themſelves to any 
miniſtry, or office of clerk or petty canon 1n any ca- 
thedral church, under pain of five pounds to the arch- 
deacon for every month they ſhould be found faulty in 
any of thoſe reſpects.

Taz Town of Fordwich was in antient time of 
much greater account than it has been for a long time 
paſt, for Leland, who lived in Henry the VHlths 
reign, mentians it as then having in it a poor mayor.

But the 
prior and convent of the Holy Trinity, afterwards 
Chriſt· church, in Canterbury, claimed the privilege of 
a key here likewiſe, for the uſe of which they built a 
houſe in a meadow cloſe to the town, which the ab- 
bot of St. Auguſtine's repeatedly threw down; but 
this produced continual controverſies between them, 


whichatlaſt, in 1285, was ſettled by à compoſition 


made between them, by the juſtices itinerant, ap- 
pointed by the king for that purpoſe. 
The town of Fordwich lies very low and unheal- 
thy, cloſe to the marſhes, on the ſouthern bank of the 
river Stour, a lonely place, of little or no thorough- 
fare, It is but ſmall and mean, conſiſting of about 
thirty houſes and cottages. The only remains of an- 
tiquity, of its having belonged to the abbey. of Sr. 
Auguſtine for a great length of time paſt, was a lofty 
arched gateway, built of brick, at the entrance to their 
wharf here, lately pulled down, and a ſmall length of 
flint wall cloſe to the river. Near which is a large 
handſome houſe, belonging to the Blaxlands, and now 
made uſe of as a ſoap manufaQory. This houſe is 
known by the name of Hemphall, and was formerly 
part of the poſſeſſions. of St. Auguſtine's monaſtery,

John Fineux, chief juſtice of the king's bench in king 
Henry VII. and VIIIth.'s reign, who rebuilt the man · 
fon of it, and afterwards retired to it, on account of its 
healthy ſituation. The origin of the family of Fincux 
may be beſt given in the words of Leland, wha ſays, 
that * the name of Finiox thus cam ynto Kent about 
king Edward the 2 dayes : one Creaulle a man of faire 
poſſeſſions ' yn Kent, was a priſoner in Boleyne, in 
Fraunce, and much defiring to be at liberte made his 
keper to be his frend, promiſing hym landes yn Kent if 
he wold help to deliver him.

The church of Herne: was antiently accounted as 


dne of the chapels belonging to the church of Recul- 


ver, which was parcel of the antient poſſeſſions of the 
ſee of Canterbury. But the inconveniences ariſing 
from the diſtance of 'thoſe chapels from the mother 
church, among many other reaſons, induced archbi- 
ſhop Winchelſea, in the year 1296, to inſtitute perpe- 
tual vicarages in them. After which he endowed three 
vicarages; one in the mother church of Reculver, with 
the adjoining chapel of Hothe ; another in the church 
of St. Nicholas, in Thanet; anda third in this church 
of Herne. By his inſtrument for which, dated in 1310, 
he decreed, that out of the profits of the church of Re- 
culver, and the chapels belonging to it, the ſaid vicars 
ſhould have competent portions; and in particular, 
that the vicar of this chapel of Herne, belonging to 
that church, ſhould have and take in the faid chapel 
all oblations, the tithes of hay, flax, wool, and milk, 
lambs, gardens, and all other ſmall tithes, which are 
faid to belong to the altarage, with the tenths of ſheaves 
growing in gardens incloſed, and dug with the foot, 
and in meadows . belonging to the church and chapel, 


in the name of his vicarage ; but out of thoſe profits, 


in token of his perpetual ſubjection, he ſhould pay 
yearly, as a perpetual penſion, forty ſhillings, which he 


the archbiſhop impoſed on him, to the vicar of Re- 


culver for ever. Moreover, that the vicars of the

canonically, as was of right atcuſtomed, in reverence 
of the mother church, of which he was vicar, and 
ſhould come to the ſame once a year, on the morrow 
of Pentecoſt, to the pentecoſtal proceſſions, with their 
prieſts, miniſters, pariſhioners, and vicars themſelves, 
to the maſs, on the day of the nativity of the virgin. 
Moreover, to the tenth, the vicar of the chapel of 
Herne ſhould. contribute gs. 11d. for his portion of it. 
And further, that the burthens of miniſters, books, or- 
naments, repairing: of chancels or building of them 
anew, and of other ordinary burthens in the chapel. of 
Herne, ſhould. belong to the ſaid. vicarage. And he 
decreed, that to the aforeſaid. perpetual. vicarages, 
whenever the ſame ſhould happen to be vacant, the 
rector of Reculver ſhould for ever preſent to him and 
his ſucceſſors, fit perſons within the time limited. by the 
canon, with a non obſtante to any decrees of his prede- 
ceſſors relating to the ſam e. 
Notwithſtanding the above decree, it ſeems the pa- 
riſhioners of theſe chapelries continued as liable and 
ſubject to the repair of the mother church of Reculver. 
as the peculiar and proper inhabitants of the place, a 
matter controverted between thoſe of Herne and Re- 
culver; and the conteſt and diſpute on this account, 
continued between them, until by a decree of archbi- 
ſhop Warham, in king Henry. VIII.'s reign, it was 
ſettled, by the conſent of all parties, that the people of

Although the vicarages of Reculver and i its chapels, 
were thus ſeparated and made diſtinct, yet the recto.

another of St. Nicholas and All Saints, in Thanet, both 
remaining parcel of the poſſeſſions of the ſee of Canter- 
bury to the preſent time. Richard Milles, eſq. of 
Nackington, is the preſent leſſee of the former par- 
fonage, in which this of Herne is included. The houſe 
of the rectory ſtands in the hamlet of Eddington, op-

and conſiſted of a quadrangle, of which only one ſide 
remains. The family of Milles reſided at it for ſeveral 
generations; the laſt of them who reſided here was 
Samuel Milles, eſq. whoſe ſon Chriſtopher was of 
Nackington, and father of the preſent leſſee of it. 
His grace the archbiſhop continues the patron of

tition in 1303, they had granted the privilege of a 
church - yard, near their chapel here, to bury their dead 
in; and in the year 1410, archbiſhop Arundel dedi- 
cated and conſecrated this chapel ane w, and granted it 
the right of 1 P ſo that the vicar of Reculver 

ſfnould not by that means be any ways prejudiced. And 
Llaſtly, he decreed that they ſnould be bound to contri- 
bute to the repair of the church of Reculver..

bor furniſhing it with 4 conſtant” reſident prieft, who 


beſide the duty of the chantry which he at that time 
founded in it, ſhould officiate in the cure here, partly of 
himſelf, and partly of the inhabitants, endowed it with 
competent means, and a houſe, and glebe, for the prieſt, 

who from that time till the diffolution duly ſerved the 
cure of Hothe, the vicar of Reculver being during 
that time acquitted of all care and attendance on it. 

But this chantry being diffolved among others, in the 
2d year of king Edward VI. frequent diſputes aroſe | 
between the inhabitants of Hothe and the vicar of Re- 
culyer, the latter often neglecting the cure of this cha · 
pel for years together, holding himſelf acquitted of the 
cure by the antient endowment made as above- men- 
tioned, which plea was allowed by the viſitors in 
queen Mary's days, and by archbiſhop Abbot, on a ſuit 
between them, which laſted ſome years.

Tur MANOR OF CnisTLET was given by King 
Ethelbert, on his founding the monaſtery of St. Au- 
giuſtine, in 605, by. the above name, to the prior and 
convent of it, and it continued in their poſſeſſion at the 
time of taking the ſurvey of Domeſday, in which it is 
thus entered, under the general title of their lands: 

In Ciftelet bundred, the abbot himſelf holds Ciftelet, 
| which was taxed at. twelve ſulings, The arable land is 

thirty carucates. In demeſne there are ve carucates, 
and ſeventy-two villeins, with fixty- ei gb. borderers bau- 
ing thirty-nine carucates.

There is given towards the repair of this church, a 
houſe near it, of the yearly value of three pounds, and 
a houſe lately burnt down, and two acres of land, rented 
at fifty ſhillings per annum. 

The church of Chiftlet was antiently appendant to 
the manor, and as ſuch-was part of the poſſeſſions of 
the monaſtery of St. Auguſtine ; and the profits' of it 

were aſſigned in 1 128, to the uſe of the Infirmary there,” 

for which purpoſe it was then appropriated to it, But 
though there was a vicarage inſtituted, there was no 
endowment of it till the year 1345, when the abbot 
and convent aſſigned a ſuitable portion aut af the pro-

But that the vicars ſhould undergo the bur- 
then of ſerving by himſelf, or fame other fit prieſt, the 
church in divine ſervices, of providing bread and wine, 
lights, and of other things which ſhould be neceſſary 
there for the celebration of divine ſervices, to be pro- 
vided or found by the rectors either of cuſtom or righs, 
and alſo the waſhing of the veſtments and ornaments 
of the church, and ſhould undergo at their on coſts 
expences the payment of the tenths and other impoſi» 
tions, to be impoſed on the church of England, when- 
ſoe ver it ſhould happen, or ſhould be incumbent an 
the church of Chiſtlet, at the taxation of one hundred 
ſhillings. But that the repairing and rebuilding of the 
chancel of it, within and without, and alſo the finding 
and repairing of books, veſtments, and ornaments of 
the church, which ought or were wont of right or cuſ- 
tom to be found by the rectors of churches, and all 
other burthens, ordinary and extraordinary, incumbent

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onthe church not aſcribed before to the vicar, the re. 
ligious ſhould undergo and acknowledge for ever.— 
All-which the archbiſhop, by his authority as ordinary, 
approved of. After which, this church and the advoy. 
fon of the vicarage remained part of the poſſeſſions of 
the monaſtery till its final diſſolution, in the goth year 
of king Henry VIII. when it was ſurrendered into the 
king's hands, where they did not remain long, for the 
king ſeparated them, by granting the manor and rectory 
of Chiltr, i in his 32d year, to the archbiſhop, and 
retaining the advowſon of the — till his 34th 
year, he granted that likewiſe to the archbiſhop.” 
Since which both appropriation and ad vowſon han 
remained to this time parcel of the Poſlieſſions of the 
ſee of Canterbury. 

The vicarage is valued in the king 's books at 
aol 198. 9id. and the yearly tenths al. 198. 114d, In 
1588 it was valued at ſixty pounds, communicants three 
hundred and forty, and in 1640 the ſame. It was aug - 
mented by archbiſnop Sheldon, by indenture anno 23 
Charles II. with ten pounds per annum, and is now of 
the clear yearly certified value of 671. 198. old. 

Taz HosPITAL OF ST. LAURENCE, near Canter- 
bury, was poſſeſſed of & portion of certain tithes ariſing 
from the demeſne lands of the manor of Chiſtlet, which 
on the diſſolution of it became a lay fee, and continues 
ſo at this time. One moiety of theſe tithes is now in 
the poſſeſſion of Mr. John Denne, of Chiſtlet- court; 
and the other of Mr. Richard Wraith, of Grays, in 
this pariſh. At this time this portion of tithes conſiſts, 
as I am informed, of only the fifteenth part of the 
tithes of the demeſne lands of the manor of Chiſtlet.

THE next pariſh. to. Chiſtlet north. caſtward, is Re- 
culver, called by the Romans, Regulbium, and by the 
daxons, at firſt, Racuf, and afterwards: Raculf-cefter, 
on account of its caſtle, and:Racu/f-minfter, on account 
built at it. By the ſurvey of Domeſ- 
ay it APPEATS once, jp. have been a hundred of itſelf, 


but 
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but it has been long ſince accounted part of the hun. 
dred of Blengate, containing within it the boroughs of 
Reculver, Brook ſgate, Eaſtermouth, Weſtermouth, 
Chelmington, and Shottenton. The borough of Chel. 
mington is in Great Chart, and the borough of Shot- 
tenton in Selling. The borſholders of theſe boroughs 
have not appeared at the court for many years, but are 
ſtill called over at it for form-ſake. The manor ex- 
tends likewiſe into the Pariſh of Barham. 
RxculvxRx was a place of conſiderable note in the 
time of the Romans, who had here a watch tower and a 
fort, ſaid to be built by the emperor Severus, anno 


205, in Which, as the Notitia tells us, lay in garriſon 


the firſt cohort of the Vetaſians, under the command 
of the count of the Saxon ſhore, for ſo in thoſe times 
were the ſea coaſts hereabouts tiled. As theſe build- 
ings were uſually fer on the higheſt ground neareſt the 
place which was thought moſt convenient for them, it 
may be concluded that this ſtood on the level ſpace 
upon the high cliff, where the church is at preſent, 
commanding an extenſive view on all ſides, and open 
to the German ocean. At the foot of it, towards the 
north, was the ſea, and on the other fide the water of 
SGenlade, or the Wantſune, which then being of conſi- 
derable breadth, flowed round the Iſle of Thanet, ſepa- 
rating it from the main land of Kent, and emptying 
irſelf here. on the eaſtern boundary of this pariſh, into 
the ſea at Northmouth, it formed one of the ports of 
Rutupiæ; at vhich time; and for a long time afterwards, 
the uſual paſſage for the ſhipping was on the above 
water, between the Iſle of Thanet and the main land of 
Kent, and not on the ſea ſide of it, as at preſent ; ſo 
that the land here being thus nearh encompaſſed on 
three ſides by water, formed a kind of nook” or pro- 
montory. There are much of the walls of this fort 
remaining, which contain within them a level ſpace ol 
about eight acres. The form is a ſquare, a little roundec 
at the corners. The walls on three ſides are very 4 
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ble, but the fourth, towards. the north, has been very _ 
lately, nearly all of it, deſtroyer. by the falling ofi tha C 
cliff down on the ſea ſhore, where vaſt ſtagmente of it t 
lie. The temaining walls incloſe a hill of looſe ſand} FM: 
which is higher in every part than the ground withour, - 
The foundation of them, here they are expoſed: to 
view, in many parts correſponds exactly with thoſe at 
Richborough. The facing of the wall, both within 
and without, is nearly deſtroyed, they no where remain 
more than ten feethigh. There are no fragments af them 
remaining, excepting from that part which falls down 
into the ſea, on the north fide, where the detached ma- 
terials having been ſeparated by the waves and the wea- 
ther, are ſpread to a great diſtance over. the ſurface of 
the ſhore. Upon meaſuring the large fragment which 
fell lately, it was found to be between eight and nine 
feet in thickneſs, ſa that with its two facings, it muſt 
have been originally about ele yen feet through, as at 
Richborough,z and by the form, and the method of 
building here, it cannot be doubted but that this fort 

and Richborough had the ſame builders... The antient 
town was probably built without this wall, declining 
towards the ſea, on that part of the land long ſince 
ſwallowed up by the waves, and from the preſentſhore 
as far as a place called the Black Rock, ſeen at low- 
water mark, where tradition ſays, a pariſn church once 
ſtood, there have been found quantities of - tiles, 
bricks, fragments of walls, teſſelated pavements, and 
other marks of a ruinated town, and the houſchold ſur- 
niture, dreſs, and equipment of the hotſes belonging to 
the inhabitants of it, are continually found among 
the ſands; for after the fall of the cliffs, the earthen 
parts of them being waſhed away, theſe metalline ſub» 
ſtances remain behind. The ſoil of the cliff being a

likewiſe Battely's Antiq. Rutup. p. 5. 
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looſe fand, the ſea has yearly gained on it; the force 
of the waves in winter ſeparating large pieces of it from 
the reſt, which tumbling on the ſhore below, diſcover 
frotn time to time a number of ciſterns, cellars, &c. 
quantities of coins, and other remains of antiquity. 
Among the Roman coins found here, there have been 
ſeveral which are certain marks of high antiquity, as 
the conſular denarii, and coins of almoſt all the Roman 
emperors from Julius Cæſgar to Honorius, ſome braſs 
ones of Tiberius and Nero, as freſh as if juſt new from 
the mint; all which are ſuppoſed by ſame to be proofs, 
that the Romans had very early a ſettlement here, and 
continued to uſe it as long as they dwelt in Britain. 
Bur thoſe found in the greateſt numbers, are thoſe of 
a ſmaller ſize, and of the lower empire.“ Here have 
been likewiſe found thoſe'Britiſh coins of the metal 
called electrum, one fourth gold and the reſt braſs ; and 
ſmall ſilver pieces, of the ſize of an Engliſh rwo-pence, 
ſtamped only with ſtrange characters, and ſome with 
rude: heads and - chriſtian croſſes, of a larger ſize; 
and Saxon coins, with the names of EDytrp, EAd- 
' LARD EDELRED, and LUDRED.*, Even when Leland 
wrote, in Henry VIN.'s time, the vi was full a 
quarter of a mile from the ſea, whereas now, what is left 
ol it, is ſo cloſe to it, as to be waſhed by the waves, 
and the church itſelf is only a few rods from it.

This alteration archbiſhop Peckham revoked, and re- 
ſtored the revenue of the parſonage to its former ſtate, 
Archbiſhop Stratford, at the time he obtained licence 
anno 22 Edward HI. to appropriate this parſonage, 
held in capite, towards the ſupport of his table, added 
to the income of the hoſpitals twenty pounds likewiſe

WINGATE, alias LowgR GARWINGTON, is a manor, 
which lies on the other or eaſtern ſide of the river; ad- 
joining to Ickham, taking the farmer of thoſe names. 
from a family, who were owners of it in Henry III. 's 
reign; and held it by knight's ſervice: of the abbot and 
convent of St. Auguſtine. In which reign Simon de 
Wingate held it as above - mentioned, but before the 
20th year of king Edward III. this name was extinct 
here, and Thomas de Garwinton then held this eſtate, 
lying in Wingate, held of the abbot by the like tenure. 
In the deſcendants of Thomas de Garwington, Who 
reſided at their manſion and manor, ſince called Upper 
Garwinton, adjoining to it, it ſeems to have continued 
ſome time, and from them, as well as to diſtinguiſn it 
from that, to have taken the name of Wingate, alias 
Lower Garwinton, After this family had quitted the 
poſſeſſion of it, the Clyffords appear from different re-

when it was paſſed away by ſale to Thomas Fane, eſq. 
-whoſe ſon Francis, earl of Weſtmoreland, ſold it to 
William Prude, alias Proude, eſq. who being a lieute- 
nant-colonel in the army, was flain at the fiege of 
Maeſtricht in 1632, having deviſed this eſtate in tail 
male to his eldeſt ſurviving ſon Serles Prude, who died 
in 1642, leaving only two daughters his coheirs, upon 
which it came to his next brother William, wha left 
an only daughter Dorothy, and ſhe, the entail being 
barred, carried it firſt in marriage to Netherſole, by 
whom ſhe had no iſſue, and ſecondly to Chriſtopher 
May, eſq. of Rawmere, in Suſſex, whoſe only daughter 
and heir Anne, entitled her huſband William Broad - 
nax, eſq. of Godmerſham, to the poſſeſſion of it. His 
ſon Thomas changed his name, firſt to May and then 
to Knight, and died poſſeſſed of this manor in 1781, 
leaving an only fon Thomas Knight, eſq. of Godmer-

Thee ach which is dedicated to St. Vincent, con- 
fiſts of three iſles and a chancel, having at the weſt end 
a low pointed ſteeple, in which hang five bells. The 
church is kept vety neat. It is a good ſized building, 
and is handſomely ceiled. The chancel is "lofty, and 
has four narrow lancet windows on each ſide, and three 
at the end; in the former are the remains of good 
painted glaſs, and in the latter ſome years ago were the 
ſeven ſacraments, &c. very handſomely done, with 
rich borders, but they have been ſome few years ſince 
removed. In it is a memorial for George Panns, cu- 
rate, obt.

The church of Littleborne was alben app 
to the manor, part of the poſſeſſions of the abbot and

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1224, when Robert de Bello being choſen abbot. and 
finding much difficulty in obtaining the pope's bene- 
diction, to facilitate it, gave this church to the monaſ- 
tery of St. Mary de Monte Mirteto, in Italy, to which 
the pope, in 1241, appropriated it. Immediately after 
which, this parſonage, fo appropriated, was demiſed to 
the abbot and conven®of St. Auguſtine, in perpetual 
ferme, at the clear yearly ſum of thirty marcs.“ Four 
years after which, anno 1245, archbiſhop: Stratford 
endowed the vicarage of it, the advowſon of which 
was reſerved to the abbot and convent of St. Auguſ- 
tine, when he decreed, that the vicarage ſhould be en- 
dowed with a manſion, the tithes of filva cædua, of 
hay, and in three acres of arable, one acre of meadow, 
and in the receipt of three marcs and an half in money 
from the religious yearly, and in the tithes of flax, 
hemp, ducks, calves, pigeons, bees, milk, milkmeats, 
mills, wool, pigs, and in all oblations and other ſmall 
tithes belonging to the church; and that the vicar 
ſhould ſerve the church in divine rites, and find one 
chaplain to celebrate weekly in the chapel of Garwyn- 
tone, and to find bread, wine, and tapers; for cele- 
brating divine rites in the church. -Which endowment 
was afterwards, in 1370, certified by inſpeximus, by arch- 


biſhop Wittleſey. In which ſtate this church and ad- 


vowſon remained till the final diſſolutiom of the ab- 
bey of St. Auguſtine, i in the zoth year of Henry VIII.

Further northward is the borough and ham- 
let of Seaton, beyond which is a level of marſh- land, 
containing about one hundred actes within this pariſh, 
which is here: bounded by the Leſſer Stour. and the 
Wingham river. The ſoil throughout it is in general 
fertile, eſpecially thoſe two large extenſive fields be- 
tween the village and the Canterbury road, called Ick- 
ham and Treaſury fields. A fair is held in the village 
on Whit- Monday, for pedlary and toys.

the chantry, and the lands belonging to it at _ 
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dale, to him and bis heirs; in which name it de- 
ſcended down to Mr. William Garwynton, who dying 
p. it came to his next heir Joane, married to Ri- 
chard Haut, of a younger branch of thoſe of Biſnopl- 
borne, in whoſe deſcendants it continued down to Ri- 
chard Haut, who leaving an only daughter and heir 
Margery, ſhe carried this manor in marriage to Wil- 
lam Iſaak, eſq. of Patrixborne, whoſe ſon Edward 
la leaving by his firſt wife, an only daughter and 
heir Jane, ſhe carried it in marriage to Martin Sidley, 
eq. of Great Chart, and their ſon Sir Iſaac Sidley fold 
it to Sir Henry Palmer, of Bekeſborne, who had mar- 
ried his mother Jane before - mentioned. Sir Henry 
palmer died poſſeſſed of it in 1611, and by will de- 

viled it to his old ſervant, as he ſtiles him in his will, 
John White, in tail general, remainder to his ſon in- 
hw Sir Iſaac Sidley, above- mentioned. How it paſſed 
afterwards, I have not found; but in the year 1680 it 
was become the property of Mr. Francis Jeoffery, 
whoſe only daughter and heir Elizabeth entitled her 
huſband John -Knowler to it, and they afterwards joined 
in the conveyance of it to Robert Daines, who left it 
by will in 1733 to Daines Balderſton, and he in 1750 
paſſed it away to his father Captain George Balderſton, 
of Dover, who died in 1751, leaving his wife Sarah 
ſurviving, whoſe truſtees in 1775 ſold it to Sir Philip 
Hales, bart. and he in 1787 alienated it, with other 
adjoining eſtates, to Iſaac Baugh, eſq. the preſent | 
owner of it, who has ſince built a ſeat for his reſi- 
dence, on the riſe of the hill, within this precinct, 
about a quarter of a mile diſtant from the court- 
lodge of it. e. n 
The ruins of the chapel or church of Well, adjoin- 
ing to the court - lodge, are ſtill remaining. It was 
entire in 1535, in which year Thomas Franklyn, par- 
lon of Ickham, de viſed à legacy to the repair of it. 
On the next page is a view of the ruins of it. 
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Rricnany TownLy, of Ickham, by will in 1525, deviſed 
his houſe and garden to this church, for the ringing of the cur- 
few, to be continued for ever, whoever ſhould ring the ſame to 
have the yearly profit of it, to eaſe the pariſhioners of the coſt, 

A PERSON UNKNOWN gave for the repair of the church, half 
an acre of land, near Nayland's gate, now let at ſeven ſhillings 
per annum. 

SIR Henry PALMER, of Bekeſborne, by will in 1611, gave 
the yearly ſum of 10s. to be yearly paid out of his manor of 

Well- court, to the miniſter and churchwardens, toward the relief 
of the poor. 

SaMuer HunLEsTONE, A. M. rector of Ickham, gave by 
will in 1616, to the uſe of the pooreſt people in Ickham, 20l. 
the yearly profits of which ſhould be 20s. which ſhould be paid 
at Lent and Twelfth-tide yearly. 5 

Ricmard DENN, of this pariſh, by will in 1616, gave his 
houſe and lands, beſide Ickham mill, now let at 61. per annum;

Tuts PaRI8H lies exceedingly pleaſant and healthy, 
ina dry and fine open champaign country, the greateſt 
part of it lies high, being unincloſed downs, and open 

common fields, with ſome few trees and hedges in par- 
ticular places intervening. It is about two miles in 
extent each way; the ſoll of it is much addicted to 
chalk, notwithſtanding which the lands are very fertile, 
and produce exceeding good crops of corn.

The haven, or Portus Rutupinut, or Nichborough, 


was very Eminent in the time of the Romans, and much 
celebrated in antient hiſtory, being a ſaſe and commo- 
dious harbour, al ionem ex adverſo trauquillam, as Am! 
mianus calls it; ſituated at the entrance of the paſſage 
towards the Thames, and becoming the general place 
of ſetting ſail from Britain to the continent, and where 


the Roman fleets arrived, and ſo large and extenſive 


was the bay of it, that it is ſuppoſed to have extended 

far beyond Sandwich on the one ſide, almoſt *toRamfs - 
gate cliffs on the other, near five miles in width, covers 

ing the whole of that flat of land on wich Storr and 
Sandwich were afterwards built, arid*extendingiffonr 
thence up the æſtuary between the Ille of Thanet and 
the main land.

this opinion: 18 refuted by Dr, Halley. in Phil. Tranſ. 
No: 193, who plainly proves his place of landing to 
have been in the Downs. The fort of Richborougb, 
from the ſimilarity of the remains of it to thoſe of Re- 
culver, ſeems to have been built about the ſame time, 
and by the ſame emperor, Severus, about the year 203. 
It ſtands ont high Bill, cloſe to 2 deep precipice 


_ eaſtward, at the foot of which was the haven. In this 
fortreſs, ſo-peculiarly ſtrengthened by its Gtuation, the 


Romans had afterwards a ſtationary garriſon, and here 
they had likewiſe. a pharos, or watch tower, the like as 
at Reculver and other places on this coaſt, as well to 
guide the ſhipping into the haven, as to give notice of 
the approach of enemies. It is by moſt ſuppoſed that 
there was, in the time of the. Romans, near the fort, in 
like manner as at Reculver, a city or town, on the de- 
cline of the hill, ſouth-weſtward from it, according to 


cuſtom, at which a colony was ſettled by them, Pto- 


lemy, in his geography, reckons the city Rutupice as 
one of the three principal cities of Kent.“ Oroſius.

During the latter part of the Roman empire, when 
the Saxons prevented all trade by ſea, and infeſted theſe

had, reſided for many years at the -/ca; Silurum, in

Leland's 
deſcription of it in king Henry VIII. s reign, is very 
accurate, and gives an exceeding good idea of the pro- 
greſſiye ſtate of its. decay to that time.

At the time this church was appropriated to the cal- 
lege of Wingham, a vicarage was endowed in it; which 
after the ſuppreſſion of the college came to be eſteemed 
as a perpetual curacy.

this parſonage appropriate, with the advowſon of the 
vicarage or curacy of it, came into the hands of the 
crown, where it did not remain long, for in the year 
1558, queen Mary granted it, among others, to the 
archbiſhop, but the rectory or parſonage appropriate, 
with the chapel of Wimlingſwold appendant, conti.

At the time this church was appropriated to the 
college of Wingham, a vicarage was endowed in it, 
which, after the ſuppreſſion of the college, came to be 
eſteemed as a perpetual curacy. It is not valued in 
the king's books. The antient ſtipend paid to the 
curate as above, was, in 1660, augmented by arch- 
bilbop Juxon with the addition of twenty, pounds, 
but by the addition of Mr. Boys's legacy of the {mall 
tithes in this pariſh and Wimlingſwold, mentioned 
below, it is now, with that chapel, of the yearly certi- 
hed value of 511, 68. 8d. In 1588 here were two hun⸗ 
dred and thirty-five communicants, _ ' Eag 
Edward Boys, eſq. of Nonington, by his will in 
1596, gave towards the maintenance of a miniſter, 
being licenced and preaching every other Sunday at: 
fartheſt at Nonington, yearly, for ever, all the profits 
of the ſmall-tithes of Nonington and Wemingewell, 
(:xcepting thoſe of the lands in his occupation, and 
the oblations and obventions due out of them, and the 
tithes of wood of all the lands and farms he had, or 
bis heirs ſhould have, within the pariſh) the faid mi- 


niſter paying to him and his heirs the yearly ſum of 40s.

WIMLINGSWOLD,. 

USUALLY called Vomenjole, lies next to No- 
nington ſouth- eaſtward. It is ſituated at a ſmall 
diſtance northward from the eaſt end of Barham 
Downs ; the country is much the ſame as Noning- 
ton laſt-deſcribed, open and unincloſed arable land 
and downs, but the foil is ſtill leſs fertile, being 
more chalky and ſtony. The village, having the 
church in it, is nearly in the middle of the pariſh; 
near the eaſtern boundary is Snowdown, where there 
is a hamlet and large wood, named Woolwich, com- 
monly called Wollege, the manor and eſtate of it be- 
longs to Mr. Papillon, and the wood to the archbi- 
ſhop; and at a ſmall diſtarice further is a down, called 
Three Barrow Down, from three large barrows, 0 
fumuli remaining on it; here are plain remains of Cz 
ſar's works, a part of the continued courſe of them 
leading to his main camp at Denne-hill. Theſe works 
here begin to be ſingular, as they are large, and the 
trenches deep and particularly adapted, and continued 
up to a great extent and variety of intrenchments, tha 
poſſeſs all the hill between Denne hill terrace, on the 
edge of Barham Downs, and the ſcite of Netherlolc 
houſe under Snowdown, This place was very prope 
for the ſtation of his main corps, as by its ſituation, 
it commanded all the open conquered country be.

 NzTHERSOLE, now called Old Netherſole, is an an- 
tient manſion, ſituated at a ſmall diſtance from the 
church, which, as early as the reign of Henry III. 
was in the poſſeſſion of a family of the ſame name, 
who bore for their arms, Parted per pale, gules, and 
azure, three priffins, ſegreant, or ;* and it appears by 
an antient deed of the 38th of king Henry III. that 
William, the ſon of Thomas de Netherſole, enfeoffed 
Richard de Wolwiche in certain lands lying in Ne- 
therſole, and in his deſcendants this feat continued 
down, without interruption, till at length Mr. John 
Netherſole, gent. of this place, leaving three ſons, - 
John, of Barham ; Stephen, of Wimlingſwold; and 
William, of Canterbury, it became divided among 
them, in undivided thirds, and they-all dying without 
male iſſue, their reſpective ſhares of it became * 
divided among their daughters and coheirs, and after- 
wards into ſeveral more minute ſubdiviſions among 
their heirs; however, at laſt Mr. Jacob Sharpe, of 
Canterbury, who poſſeſſed a ſhare of it by marriage 
with Elizabeth, the eldeſt of the three daughters and

HOUSE, and left it to his ſon Sir Francis Netherſole, 
who reſided here for ſome time, but in the civil wars 
he retired to Polleſworth, in Warwickſhire, where he 
built and liberally endowed a free ſchool.

P. and by will gave his eſtates in this 
county to his nephew John Marſh, ſon of his ſiſter 
Anne, By Thomas Marſh, eſq. of Brandred, whoſe 
arms were, Quarterly, gules and argent, in the firſt quar- 
ter a horſe's head, couped of the ſecond." His deſcen- 
dant John Marth, eſq. of the Inner Temple, coun- 
ſellor-at-law, afterwards reſided here, but dying / p. 
in 1752, he deviſed this ſeat, with his other eſtates, by 
his will to Mr. John Wincheſter, ſurgeon, of London, 
for life, and he died poſſeſſed of it in 1781, leaving 
one ſon and a daughter, who became the ſecond wife 
of Sir Edward Dering, bart. Upon his death it came 
by the entail of the above will, to the eldeſt ſurviving 
ſon of his couſin Capt. Henry Marſh; of the royal 
navy, which was John Marſh, eſq. of Saliſbury, who 
afterwards removed hither, but in the year 1786 he 
alienated it to Hardinge Stracey, eſq. of Denne-hill, 
one of the clerks of the houſe of commons, who has 
fince entirely pulled down this manſion, and he con- 
tinues owner of the ſcite where it ſtood, with the lands 
and appurtenances belonging to it.

"The church, which is dedicated to. St. Margaret, 
conſiſts of one iſle and a high chancel, with a ſmall 
ctoſs ſept on the north ſide, having a tower ſteeple at 
the weſt end, in which there is one bell. The church 
appears long and low, without any partition on the 
roof, or on the pavement in the inſide, between: the 
iſle and chancel; the latter part ſeems much the more 
antient. In the chancel in the walls, are two t 6 
under pointed arches; one of them has half the ſtone 
on the tomb remaining, inſcribed with old French ca- 
pitals, nearly obliterated. A monument, with marble 
buſt, for John Marſh, eſq. of Netherſole, obt. 1752. 
He lies buried in a vault underneath, with others of 
his family. Within the altar-rails a memotial for 
Francis Levett, eſq. Turkey merchant, who died at 
Netherſole in 17643 arms, A lion rampaut, betiueen 
an orle of croſs-croſiets, fitchee. A. monument for John 
Wincheſter, eſq. obt. 1781. At the eaſt end, where 
the altar ſhould have been, a very handſome and ſu- 
perb pyramidical monument, with a medallion, for 
Thomas Marſh, eſq. lieutenant-colonel of the militia 
of the cinque ports, captain of Sandown caſtle, de- 
puty lieutenant of Dover caſtle, &c. obt. 1739. Near 
it, in the ſouth wall, is another antient tomb, with 
three ſmall pointed arches at top. On the pavement 
are ſeveral ſtones, coffin-ſhaped, with remains of old 
French capitals round them. The north croſs ſept, 
which belonged to Old Netherſole, 1 1s covered with a

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a pew. In the iſle, near it, are monuments and 
ſtones for ſeveral of the family of Net herſole. 

The church of Wimlingſwold wasantientlyeſteemed 
as a chapel of eaſe to that of Wingham, and was on 
the foundation of the college there, in 1286, ſepa- 
rated from it, and made a diſtinct pariſh of itſelf. 


5 Very ſoon after which it appears to have been united, 


as to its eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction, as a chapel of eaſe 
to the church of Nonington, and continues ſo at this 
time, being as it were but one and the ſame curacy; 
and the appropriation of the parſonage of it, in like 
manner as that of Nonington, was ſettled on the col. 
lege of Wingham, from which the curate, officiating 
in this church, received a penſion, or ftipend of 
41. 13s. 4d. over and above all the ſmall tithes ariſing 
in this pariſh,“ and after the ſuppreſſion of it was 
granted, with that parſonage, to the ſee of Canter- 
bury, part of the revenues of which it ſtill continues, 
Willam Hammond, eſq. of St. Albans, being the pre- 
| fent leflee of both parſonages. 

The ſmall-tithes of this pariſh, together with thoſe 
of Nonington, were given to the miniſter ſerving the 
cure of theſe pariſhes, under certain reſtrictions, by 
Edward Boys, eſq. of Nonington, by his will in 1596, 
as has been already fully related before, In 1640 here 
were fifty-ſix communicants.

this at preſent an ungovernable and lawleſs place.

Four years after this, the biſhop being diſgraced, 
this manor, among the reſt of his poſſeſſions, became 
confiſcated to the crown, of which it was afterwards 
held by a family of the name of Beke, whence it ac- 
quired-the' name of Bekeſborne likewiſe, and in king 
Henry III. 's reign William de Beke appears by the 
Tefta de Neuil to have held this place, called in it, 
Bernes, then valued at ten pounds, in grand ſergean- 
try, by the ſervice of finding one ſhip for the king, 
when he paſſed the ſeas, and a preſent to him of three 
marcs. From this name it paſſed into that of Bourne; 


for I find that Walter de Bourne was poſſeſſed of it in 


the 37th year of king Edward III. and he ſold it to 
Walter Doget, whole fon John paſſed it away to John 
Cornwallis, John Weſton; and Thomas Thornbury, 
and they anno 5 Henry IV. joined in the ſale of this 
manor, and the advowſon of the chantry adjoining to 
the lands of it, called Bourne s chantry, to John Browne, 
plumber, of Canterbury, who in the iſt year of king 
Henry VI. alienated it to William Bennet and Tho- 
mas Cadbury, and they again joined in the ſale of this 
manor to archbiſhop Chicheley, and his truſtees, and 
they in the 22d year of that reign conveyed it to the 
priory of Chriſt-church, in Canterbury, and prior 
Goldſton, in king Henry VIT.'s reign, rebuilt the 
prior's apartment here, and the chapel adjoining, de- 
dicating it to the Annunciation and the patron of this 
church.

After which the archbiſhop made this houſe one of his 
palaces for his retirement, for which purpoſe he made 
conſiderable buildings at it, and probably would have 
done more, had he continued in the prelacy; and 
archbiſhop Parker, who took great delight in the 
fituation, intended further to enlarge it, but he died 
before he began his purpoſe of it. After which, in the 
time of the civil wars, in Charles I.'s reign, this palace 
was. not only pillaged, but almoſt the whole of it 
pulled down by the fanatics of that time, ſo that the 
eatchouſe and a few of the offices on each ſide of it, 
were all that were left remaining, which after the 
reſtoration were converted into a dwelling, and de- 
miſed by the archbiſhop, with the demeſnes of the 
manor, on a beneficial leaſe, Robert Peckham, eſq 
being the preſent leflee, and reſiding in it.

into the king's hands, where this appropriation re- 
mained but a ſmall time, before it was granted, with 
the ſcite and other poſſeſſions of the priory, in ex- 
change, a ſpecial act having paſſed for the purpoſe, to 
the archbiſhop, part of the revenues of whoſe ſee it 
continues at this time, George Gipps, eſq. of Har- 
bledown, being the preſent leſſee of it. é 
But the vicarage of this church ſeems never to have 
belonged to the priory, and in the $th year of king 
Richard II. appears to have belonged to the abbot of 
Pontiniac.

Four years after the taking of this ſurvey, the bi- 


ſhop was diſgraced, and this manor, among the reſt of 


his poſſeſſions, eſcheated to the crown. After which 
it appears to have been divided into mojeties, one of 
Which, called afterwards THE MANOR oF PArRI- 
 BORNE. MERTON, was held by Margerie de Bornes, 
who carried it in marriage to John de Pratellis, or De 
Pratis, as he was ſometimes written, a Norman, who 
ſoon after the year 1200, gave it to his gew- erected 
priory of Beaulieu, or De Bello loco, in Normandy, to 
which it afterwards: became an alien cell.“ In which

ties; and it the profits increaſed, more ſhould be ſent 
for that purpoſe,* In which ſtate this church conti- 
nued till the diſſolution of the priory, by the act of the 
ziſt year of king Henry VIII. when it came, toge- 


ther with the manor of Patrixborne Merton, belong- 
ing to the priory, into the king's hands, who granted 
both that year to Sir Thomas Cheney. Since which

Kies ro is ſituated in the ſame fine healthy and 
pleaſant country of Eaſt Kent, the Bourne valley con- 
tinues through the centre of it, where it is very nar- 
row, not more than a mile from eaſt to weſt, but the 
other way it is more than four in length. The vil- 
lage, having the church and parſonage within it 
ſtands on the ſouthern ſide of Barham downs, juſt on 
the riſe of the hill, on the oppoſite ſide of the valley, 
through which the Nailbourne runs at times, near 
which the land is very good and fertile. Juſt above 
the village is a neat houſe, fitted up a few years ſince

As an inſtance of the ſalubrity of the air of this place, 
out of thirty families in it, containing one with another 
about five ina family, as Mr. Pettit, the miniſter, here 
told a friend of Dr. Harris, in the year 1700, for ſeven 
years before he had buried only one perſon in his pa- 

riſh, and that ſeveral of the inhabitants here had ex- 
ceeded the age of one hundred years.“ There is a fair 
intrenchment about this church of Coldred, having a 
large mount in the north - eaſt part of it. The tradition 
of the place is, that it was made by a king of this name, 
2 Ceoldred, king of Mercia, who might come 
ither anno 715, to aſſiſt the Kentiſh, men againſt Ina, 
king of the Weſt Saxons, who had impoſed a heavy 
tribute on them but a little time before, in the year 
694, and probably held them in great ſubjection ſtill. 
For the Saxon chronicle tells us, that Ina and Ceoldred 
fought a battle at Wodneſbeorh in 715, which cer- 
tainly was Woodneſborough, near Sandwich, not far 
from hence, where there is a very great mount thrown 
up. The church ſtands on very high ground, on part 
of the ſcite of the old fortification above - mentioned, 
the foſſe on the north: weſt forming a boundary to the 
church yard, being there of a very conſiderable depth, 
the highway ſeparating the above part from the re- 
mainder on the ſouth eaſt. In the middle of this road, 
ſome years ſince, a large well was diſcovered by the 
earth giving way; the area of the whole within the in- 
trenchment contains ſomething more than two acres; 
it probably may be of Roman original, whatever uſe 
might be made of it afterwards, Upon enlarging Wal- 
derſhare park, between twenty and thirty years ago, 
and digging the ground deeper than common, for a 
plantation of about two acres of ground, a conſiderable 
Jauantity of urns, pateræ, and other Roman utenſils, of 
different coloured earths, evidently of that nation, burnt 
bones, &c. &c. were diſcovered throughout the whole

It 
is now a diſcharged living of the yearly certified value 
of twenty-ſix pounds.

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ON rn suuutr of one of theſe cliffs, of ſudden 
and ſtupendous height, cloſe on the nortk ſide of the 
town and harbour, ſtands Dover casTLE, ſo famous 
and renowned in all the hiſtories of former times. It 
15 ſituated ſo exceeding high, that it is at moſt times 
plainly to be ſeen from the loweſt lands on the coaſt of 
France, and as far beyond as the eye can diſcern. Its 


ſize, for it contains within it thirty five acres of ground, 


ſix of which are taken up by the antient buildings, 
gives it the appearance of a ſmall city, having its cita- 
del conſpicuous in the midſt, of it, with extenſive 
fortifications, around its walls, The hill, or rather 
rock, on which it ſtands, is ragged and ſteep towards 
the town and harbour; but towards the ſea, it is a 
perpendicular precipice of a wonderful height, being 
more than three hundred and twenty feet high, from its 
Denen , fine bong «nt 
Common tradition ſuppoſes, - that Julius Cæſar was 
the builder of this caſtle, as well as others in this part 
of Britain, but ſurely without a probability of truth; 
for our brave countrymen found Cæſar ſufficient em- 
ployment of a far different ſort, during his ſhort ſtay in 
Britain, to give him any opportunity of erecting even 
this one fortreſs. Kilburne ſays, there was a tower 
here, called Cæſar's tower, afterwards, the king's lodg- 
ings; but theſe, now called the king's: keep, were built 
by king Henry II. as will be further mentioned here- 
after; and he further ſays, there were to be ſeen here 
great pipes and caſks bound with iron hoops, in which 
was liquor ſuppoſed to be wine, which by long lying 
had become as thick as treacle, and would cleave like 
birdlime; ſalt congealed together as hard as ſtone ; 
croſs and long bows and arrows, to which braſs was 
faſtened inſtead of feathers, and they were of ſuch ſize, 
as not to be fit for the uſe; of men of that or any late 
ages.

Out oſ the remains of part of the e 
Romanbyikdioegs here, a'Chriſtian church was erected, 
as moſt hiſtorians write, by Lucius, king of Britain, 
about the year 161 but it is much to be doubred whe 
ther there ever was ſuch a king in Britain; if there 


was, be Was only a tributary chief to the Roman em- 


peror, under : whaſe pecultar government Britain was 


then accounted. This church was built, no doubt, for 


the uſe of that part of the garriſon particular, who 
were at that time believers of the goſpel, and after- 
wards during the different changes of the Chriſtian and 
Pagan religions in theſe parts, was made uſe of accord- 
ingly, till St. Auguſtine, ſoon after the year 597, at 


the requeſt of king Ethelbert, reconſecrated it, and 


dedicated it ane w, in honour of the bleſſed Virgin Mary. 

His ſon and ſucceſſor Eadbald, king of Kent, founded 
2 college of ſecular canons and a provoſt in this church, 

whoſe ke undoubtedly near it, there are not 
the leaſt traces of. Theſe continued here till after the 
year 691; when Widred, king of Kent, having in- 
creaſed the fortifications, and finding the reſiderice of 
the religious within them an incumbrance, removed 
them from hence into the town of Dover, to the an- 


tient church of St. Martin; in the deſcription of which 


hereafter, a further account of them will be given. 
On the removal of theſe canons it ſeems probable, 

that king Widred immediately pulled down their col - 

lege, but the church remained as ſuch for the uſe of 


the garriſon; and in later times, as appears by the 


wills in the prerogative· office, in Canterbury, it came 
to be eſteemed a parochial church, having the diſtrict 
of the caſtle as a pariſh to it, by the name of the pariſh

There have been ſeveral perſons of eminence bu- 
ried in this church, particularly Sir Robert Aſheton,

1384. but the ſtone, having 1 effigies and inſcription

John Capeldike, 
lieutenant of this caſtle in king Henry VIII. 's reign, 
having had a monument erected to his memory, nam 
gone. Qa the right-hand fide of the ſouth chapel, was 
buried in a marble cuffin, Henry Howard, earl of Nor- 
thampton, canftable and warden, who died in 1614. 
A noble monument was erected over him aſ great coſt 
and beauty; but by reaſon of the ruinous — —— of - 
this church, the carl's body, as well as the monument;

 BuT ro RNrURN a the fate of the caſile-itjelf, after 
the departure of the Romans, of which hiſtory is ſilent 
till the [reign of king Edward the Confeſſor; though 
it is not poſſible to ſuppoſe that the monarchs of the 
Saxon heptarchy, and the great and prudent Alfred, or 
even his ſucceſſors, ſhould neglect to ſtrengthen this 
important fortreſs, by continued additions to it; the 
former by ditches and intrenchments of earth only, and 
the latter with fortifications of ſtones and mortar, to 
ſecure the ſea · coaſt and themſelves againſt the cruelties 
of their inveterate enemies, the Danes; who were 
kept ſo much in awe of this caſtle, that they never 
once, in their continued ravages of this kingdom, at- 
tempted. to land, or come within reach of it. 
In the time of king Canute, about the year 1019, 
Godwin, earl of Kent, had moſt probably the govern- 
ment of this caſtle; at leaſt in 1051, in king Edward 
che Conſeſſor's reign, he appears to have been gover- 
nor, and to have made additions to the fortifications of 
it.? So important was the caſtle of Dover accounted at 
this time, that whoeyer attempted the conqueſt of this 
kingdom, made it the firſt object of his attention; nor 
was any progreſs thought to be made towards it, till 
the poſſeſſion of this fortreſs was firſt gained: thus, 
when Harold, ſecond ſon of earl Godwyn, - who had 
ſucceeded his father in the government of this caſtle, 
made his expedition into: Normandy to duke William, 
to induce him to reſtore his nephew Hacun, the duke 
promiſed it, if Harold would give him his anner in

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gaining the crown of England after. king Edwand's 
ath, and among other conditions, deliver to him the 
caſtle of Dover, with the well of water in it; and 
when the duke had gained the ſignal battle of Haſtings, 
in which king Harold was ſlain, he marched directl7ß 
to this caſtle, to which numbers had fied for ſafety, as 
to a place then deemed impregnable; but it was ſur-. 
rendered, aſter a feeble reſiſtance, by Stephen de Aſh- 
burnham, then governor of it. After which, the Con- 
queror having given orders for repairing and ſtrength- 
ening the weak parts, at his departure left William 
Peverel governor. of it; at which time, as William 
Pictavenſis, who was the Conqueror's chaplain, writes 
this place, towards the ſea at leaſt, was not ſo much 


fuorti from art as nature, or a mixture of both; the | 


rock or cliff, at top, being cut with tools of iron into 
ſuch notches and indentures, ſo as to reſemble and 
ſerve inſtead of walls and battlements, which after- 
crumbled away, other works of ſtone and wall were 
erected in their room. The well above-mentioned, is 
reported to be in the north angle of the keep, or pa- 
lace, being now arched over, and the ſame which Ha- 
rold, before his advancement to the crown, promiſed 
upon oath to deliver up with the caſtle to William, 
duke of Normandy. The preſent noted well is in ang- 
ther part of the caſtle, in a tower called ſrom it, the 
Well tower. Little, if any thing, is known with cer- 
tainty concerning the ſinking of it; but tradition 
aſctibes it; as well as other works here, to Julius Czfar ; 
though as there is another well, now arched over, 
within the Roman camp here, and they had not ſo 
large a garriſon to require another well out of it, there 
is little, likelihood that it was done by the Romans. 
Beſides this, there are three wells within a few rods of 
each other, and probably more within the Saxon works, 
each of them 37s feet deep. The preſent well 
is always ſhewn to ſtrangers as a great curioſity. - The

Bur To Arx, the Crider, Weneftür his co- 
ronation, having imruſted his half-brother Odo, biſhop 
of Baieux, whom he had made earl af Kent, with the 
government of this caftle, which from its firengrh and 
importance, was called the Jock and key of the king- 
dom, clavis et repagulum regni, and committed this 
whole county to his charge, ſent him with. a ſtrong 
force for its defence, againſt any attack which might 
be made upon it. But Odo behaved with ſuch ty- 
rumny afterwards, that the Kentiſn men, finding their 

complaints treated with inſults inſtead of redreſs, ap- 
plied to Euſtace, earl of Bologne, for his aſſiſtance, to 
; edi —— and the reſt of their countrymen from 
oppreſſion of this proud and avaricious prelate ; 
| wok ingly they concerted a plan to furprize'and poſ- 
ſeſs themſelves of Dover caſtle; for which purpoſe, 
the earl landed with his men in the night-time, but in 
their approach towards the caſtle they were diſcovered, 
as they were aſcending the hill, by the centinels of the 
garriſon, and vhilſt they were enden vouring to ſcale 
the walls, the beſieged made a ſudden and unexpected 
Tally, and as the aſſailants were wholly unprepared for 
it, the earl Joſt many of his beſt men, ſome of whom 
were ſlain and others driven over the precipice; upon 
which he retreated to his ſhips, with ſuch of them as 
Had eſcaped, and left the Kentiſh men to the meley of 
the regent. 

At length, Odb falling under che ling 8 diſpleaſure, 
was ſent Pedher by him into Normahdy, and all his 
poſſeſſions were confiſcated to the crown ; upon which

John de Fiennes, not only the government 
of it, but of the reſt of the ports too, by gift | 
ritance,, naming him conflable of Dover caſtle aud war- 
den of the cinque ports, and to enable him to bear the 
charge of it, he gave him one hundred and ſeventy one 
knights fees and upwards in lands, in order that he 
ſhould diſtribute part of them among other courageous 
and truſty knights, for the defence and preſer vation of 
it. Accordingly he made choice of eight others, 0 
whom he liberally diſtributed in portions, the greateſt 
part of what he had received from the king, theſe 
were, Wilham de Albrincis, Fulbert de Dover, Wil- 
ham de Arſic, Galfridus*Peverel, William Maminot, 
Robert de Port, Hugh Crevequer, and Adam Fitz- 
williams; each of whom was bound by the 'tenure: of 
the lands, ſo given, to maintain one hundred and 
twelve ſoldiers. Theſe lands were held in capie by 
barony, at firſt of the conſtable and of his eight knights 
reſpectively, and afterwards of the king as of his caſtle. 
of Dover, Beſides theſe lands, there was a conſiderable 
quantity in this county, as well as others, which was 
held by the tenure likewiſe of ward to this caſtle, for 
the common defence of it, by which means there was 
always a garriſon of one thouſand men in it, for its de- 
fence; which ſervice, in like manner as: thoſe beſore- 
mentioned, was after wards changed into a payment of 
money, to be applied to the like purpoſe. And the 
conſtable fo divided theſe ſoldiers, by the months of the 
year, that one hundred and twenty five were to enter, 
to petform watch and ward within the caſtle, ſor their 


ſeveral allotments of time, (excluſive of the ward per- 


formed by him} and the reſt were to be ready when 
ever they were commanded on any urgent neceſſity; 
and they each of them had their ſeveral charges given 
them in particular towers, turrets; and bulwarłs of the 
caſtle; which they were enjoined to build, and from 
time to time to maintain and repair; in conſequence of 
which, they afterwards'bore the names of their reſpec-

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tive captains. And thus, this caſtle being well fortified, 
and furniſhed with a numerous garriſon, under a go- 

vernor and officers of approved courage and truſt, 

gained the reputation of a moſt important, ſtrong, and 
neceſſary hold, not only among the princes and nobi- 
lity of this kingdom, but with thoſe foreign ones, who 
made war againſt this realm; inſomuch, that whatever 
wars or commotions happened afterwards, either fo- 
_ reign or domeſtic, this caſtle was always the chief object 
to which every one directed his firſt attention to gain 
poſſeſſion of it; and to ſecure the poſſeſſion of it, king 
enry II. in 1153, being the year before he aſcended 
the throne, arriving here from Normandy, built anew 
keep, or oe in this caſtle, upon the plan of Gun- 
dulph, biſhop of Rocheſter, and incloſed it with a new 
wall; and the ſtrength of it was at that time ſuch, that 
in king John's reign, when Lewis, dauphin of France, 
invaded this kingdom, he immediately marched hither 
with the whole of his power, and beſieged it vigorouſly; 
but Hubert de Burgh, earl of Kent, then conſtable of 
it, and warden of the cinque ports, defended it with 
ſuch reſolution and courage, that the French gave over 
all thoughts of poſſeſſing it, and raiſed the ſiege. And 
as Lambarde obſerves, the delivery of this land from 
foreign ſervitude at that time, was entirely owing to 
the bravery and conduct of this great man, who, finding 
much inconvenience -in the antient arrangement for- 

the defence of this caſtle, afterwards, with Henry III.'s 
conſent, in the year 1263, changed the ſyſtem of it, 
and inſtead of the perſonal attendance of thoſe, who 
| were bound by their tenure; to defend it, he ordained 
that'they-ſhould pay a ſum of money, to maintain a re- 
gular garriſon ; the land being charged with ten ſhil- 
lings for every warder, which new rent was called from 
thenceforward caſtle-ward. By adopting this plan, he 
ſecured a number of men, who were regularly trai

In king Edward Il.'s reign, great improvements: 
were made in the accommodations for the comman- 
ders and officers in-the caſtles in different parts of the 
realm; and it cannot but be concluded, that this 
caſtle, tbe principal one within it, was not neglected, 
ſince ſeveral of our kings and great men in their paſ- 
lage to and from the continent, as well as at other. 
times, frequently lodged in it; and the former often 
ſtaid here to tranſact public. buſineſs, as may be ſeen, 
by the various records, dated and figned at this place.” 
"The ſeveral ſucceeding kings from time. to tinie 
continued to improve and make additions to the for- 
tification here, in particular king Edward IV. by the 
advice of lord Cobham, expended 10,000]. in repair» 
ing and fortifying the ſeveral. works, and beautifying 
the apartments in it. King Henry VIII. and queen 
Elizabeth, again repaired this caſtle, at the expence 
of very large ſums; and king Charles I. laid out a 
t deal of money on the apartments here, to pre - 
pare them for the reception of queen Henrietta. Maria, 
at her firſt coming over from France; and here the 
king met and entertained her, till he went with her to 
Canterbury, where they were. married. |

For being 
before payable only at the caſtle, and being doubled 
perpetually for every default, it was now enacted, that 
the rents ſhould in future be paid into the king's ex- 
chequer at Weſtminſter, on the day of St. Simon and 
St. Jude, or within fifteen days after, and the for-

doubled only for once, and further, that one hundred 
and ſixty pounds ſhould be paid quarterly to the con- 
ſtable of this caſtle, by the king's receiver general, for 
the ſtipend of the -officers and ſoldiers in garriſon. 
This act moſt probably gave the finithing ſtroke to 


Aubert's former regulations, after the moſt part of 


them had continued in force for near three hundred 
years, and from this time may be dated the beginning 
of the decay of this once important fortreſs, which 
continued in the ſame ruinous ſtate till the late repair 
and new fortifying of it. At which time there were 
in this caſtle a commiſſary, who held his court here; 
a lieutenant; marſhal; a learned ſteward, and clerk 
of the exchequer; (for in this caſtle there was an of- 
fice of exchequer ;) a gentleman porter; four yeomen 
porters; a ſergeant at arms; boder; ſergeant of the 
admiralty, with other ſergeants and officers of inferior 
degree; two warreners, and a Chaplain prieft, whoſe 


houſe was called Cocklicoe ; all of whom had their 


particular offices. 


So late as the civil commotions of king Charles 1.'s 


reign, this caſtle attracted the attention of the lea- 
ders of both parties, and whilſt the one endeayoured

1745 bartacks were built in it ſufficient to oontain a 
regiment of ſoldiers, of which, together with the ſe- 
veral warders and inferior officers under the conſtable 
and lord warden, the garriſon at preſent conſiſts; and 
though it afterwards continued little more than a ve- 
nerable and majeſtic heap of old and uſeleſs buildings 
of little or no conſequence, yet it is aſtoniſhing; what 
exaggerated ideas our oppoſite neighbours on the con- 
tinent had in general, that Dover caſtle remained an 
exceeding ſtrong and almoſt impregnable fortreſs. 
However within theſe very few N caſtle has 
been in ſome meaſure reſtored to conſequence, at the 
ee u ſo that it is now capable of 
holding out a fiege of ſome length of time. The an- 
tient towers along the walls have been diſmantled, by 
which its former face of antiquity has been moſtly 
done away, to give room foreimprovements after the 
modern ſyſtem of fortification. A new road; an ex- 
ceeding fine one, has been made up to it, at a little 
further diſtance, in a direction for the different batte- 
ries to play upon it, in lieu of the old one, which was 
ſo hollow as to protect the approach of the enemy. A 
ſhaft, or perpendicular ſtair- caſe, with loop- holes to- 
wards the ſea, for muſquetry, has been ſunk through 
the cliff down to the battery on the ſhore below it, to 
ſecure a retreat for the garriſon in caſe of neceſſity; 
inſomuch, that with the other additions of defence 
made to it, few fortifications of the like ſort can be in 
a more perfect ſtate than this caſtle is at preſent. - 
As to a more particular deſcription of the antient 


buildings of this caſtle, they conſiſt of an amazing 


congeries of walls, ditches, mounts, and all the ima- 
ginable contrivances of former times, to render it im- 
pregnable. After aſcending the firſt hill, which is 
natural and immenſe, you come to the outer gate, 
before which is the draw-bridge, over a large ditch.

apartments of this gate are ſhewn two old keys, an 
old ſword; ſaid to be Czfar's, but probaby a ſword of 
ſtate: or office; two horns, one of which is atheavy = 
braſs one, with an inſcription. About the gate are 
the modern barracks. Hence you aſcend another hill 
and bridge, over the ſecond' fols, leading to the inner 
court, in the centre of which is a ſquare tower; the 
walls near twenty feet thick; with a' ſmall. tower at 
each corner, firft built by king Henry II. and rebuilt 
afterwards of hewn ſtone, being entered up by ſteps 
on the ſouth: fide; and uſed as barracks: The ſtairs 
wind round two ſides of the tower, under ſeveral mag · 
nificent arches, and the landings are adorned with 
Saxon arches in the wall. The court is ſurrounded 
by a ſtone wall and towers, within one of which, called 
the well tower, is the noted well, called Czfar's well; 
and a large reſervoir. Hence you paſs through ſeveral 
ruined gates and works to the ſouth-eaſt point of the 
hill, where, on an eminence, within a circular work, 
ſtand two of the oldeſt buildings in England, the ſhell 
of the firſt Chriſtian church, and the Roman pharos; 
both built of Roman bricks, intermixed with flints 
and rude ſtones; the arches entirely brick, of which 
and the rude ſtones the corners are formed. Tho 
church is in the form of a croſs, with a ſquare thick 
tower in the centre; the north porch inthe Saxon ſtile, 
The Roman pharos, which is an octagon, joins the 
weſt end of it. The bricks, of which it is built, are 
ſome of a bright red, with the blue flinty grit in the 
middle; others are of a cream- colour, or white, all 
of the ſame dimenſions, except ſome of the latter, 
near the ground, on the ſouth ſide, near three feet 
long, of the ſame thicknels, marked with Aria. or

feſted Britain ;* his reſidence being uſually in this 
county. During the time of the Saxon heptarchy, of 

_ courſe there could be ho ſuch officer, for the Saxons 
themſelves were then become maſters of Britain, and 
had divided it into kingdoms among, themſelves; and 
each king took care of his on coaſt, and no one per- 
ſon could be appointed to govern the whole. But 
after England had become an entire monarchy, the 
ſucceeding kings of it were neceſſitated to fit out from 
time to time mighty fleets of ſhipping, to encounter 
their common enemies, the Danes; towards Which 
the ſeveral ports along this ſhore ſo often contributed, 
and were of ſuch continued ſervice, that in king Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor's days, five of them, viz. Haſtings, 

Hythe, Romney, Dover, and Sandwich, afterwards 

called the cingue ports, were rewarded. with great pri- 

vileges ; theſe. armaments ſeem to have been con- 
ſtantly under the direQion of the admirals appointed 
for this purpoſe, and thus it remained till er the 


— 
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Conqueror had gained the crown, in bbs when. he 
not only appointed a governor, or conſtable of 1 the caftle 
of Dover, which he looked upon as the key, of the 
kingdom, but in imitation of the Romans, conſti- 
tuted a governor likewiſe, whom, be ſtiled warden 0 14. 
the cingue ports, whoſe juriſdiction in the nature of 
miral, as well as chancellor, extended over them, with 
the addition afterwards of the two. antient towns of 
Rye and Winchelſea, as principals, and ſome other 
inferior diſtricts as members; and as theſe ports and 
theit members were liable to be called upon on every 
oecaſion of danger, and to furniſh their particular 
quotas of ſhipping, thoſe privileges were granted and 
confirmed by the charters of the ſeveral ſucceeding 
kings. The laſt charter granted was by Charles II. 
in his 20th year, who not only confirmed all the 
former ones, but granted other liberties in addition 
to them; and under this charter the ports are at this 
time governed, and this charter was confirmed by 
king James II. in his 4th year. 
Tune whole quota of ſhipping to be provided b y the 
cinque ports, with their members, vary in different 
records, as well in the total, as the particular quota of 
each; for it muſt be obſerved, that as occaſion re- 
quired, alterations were made in each, more or leſs, as 
to ſome towns, by decree of the ports · men, among 
- themſelyes, in their courts of brotherhood, or gueſt- 
ling, further charging or eaſing one another, accord- 
ing to conſent or complaint. 

Many fignal marks of aſſiſtance a are mentioned as 
having been afforded in different reigns by theſe ports, 
for the defence of the kingdom, moſt of which are 
mentioned in the different parts of this hiſtory, but 
the royal navy of England, in queen Elizabeth's reign, 
being greatly increalid. and the ſhips built of a much 
larger tonnage, the ſmall ones fitted out by the *

The court of the cingue ports for the hol qdingof eas, 
and the great aſſemblies of them, was held, in 29 
times, at a place called Shepway-crofs, near Limne, 
and there the lord · warden received his oath at his firſt 
entry into his office. But he is now uſually ſworn ar 
Bredenſtone-hill, being that on the fonth- weſt fide of 
Dover, oppoſite the caſtle, where the antient court of 
Sepwayis snow kept, and moſt of the genetal bufineſs 
of the ports tranſacted. The lord · warden, befides the 
above court, holds a court of chancety, or equity, 
chancellor, and a court of admiralty as admiral; Wend, 
uſually kept in the church of St. James, in Dover; 
and ſince theſe latter have been more frequented; they 
have withdrawn moſt of the matters determinable in 
the former court from it, and have occafioned' it to 
be of much leſs account than it ever Was, in former! 
times. + :

Tas DESCRIPTION, which Cæſar gives in his 
Commentaries, of the place where he 50 intended 
to land in Britain, anſwers ſo well to the ſituation of 
this town and harbour, that making an allowance for 
the ſea having withdrawn itſelf, and become circum- 
ſcribed within a narrower compals, it cannot be more 
exact, or a doubt remain, but that Dover was the ſpot 
deſcribed by him. For he ſays, that on his arrival on 
the coaſt, from the continent, he ſaw all the cliffs co- 
vered by the Britons in arms, and obſeryed, what 
would render the execution of his defign moſt diffi- 
cult at this place, that the ſea being narrow, and pent 
in by the hills, the Britons could eaſily throw their 
darts from thence upon the ſhore beneath; upon which, 

not thinking this a proper place for landing, he ſailed 
about eight miles further, and then came to a kus d 
open ſhore. 

It appears, by the above account, that the fon; came 
much more within the land between the hills than it 
does at preſent; and it is ſuppoſed that the haven was 
once ſituated as far within it at leaſt as the ſouth- 
weſt. or inland extremity. of the hill, on which the 

caſtle ſtands. 
- _ - Dover does not ſeem to how been in moth uſe 
as a harbour, till ſome time after Ceſar's expedition 
hither; for the unfitneſs, as well as inſecurity of the 
place, eſpecially for a large fleet of ſhipping, added to 

the character which he had given of it, deterred the 
Romans from making a frequent uſe of it, ſo that 
from Boleyne, or Geſoriacum, their uſual port in Gaul, 
they in general ſailed with their fleets to Richborough, 
or Portus Rutupinus, ſit uated at the mouth of Ye 
Thames, in Britain, and thence back again ; the latter 
being a moſt ſafe and commodious haven, we a large 
and extenſive bay.

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en das ng which, Dover certainly was then 
mate uſe of as a port for ſmaller veſſels, and a nearer 
intercourſe for paſſengers from the continent; and to 
render the entrance ta it more ſaſe, the Romans built 
two ſpecula, or watch - towers, here, on the two hills 
oppoſite to each other, to point out the approach to 
it, and one likewiſe on the oppoſite hill at Bologne, 
— the like purpoſe there; and it is mentioned as 

a port by Antoninus, in his Itinerary, in which, 
ITER III. is 4 Londinio ad Portum Dubris, i. e. from g 
London to the port of Dover. 

After the departure of the Romans from Britaig, 
when the port of Bologne, as well as Richbor ough, 
fell into decay and diſuſe, and inſtead of the "ami 
nearer port came into uſe, firſt ar Whitſan, and when 
that was ſtopped up, a little higher at Calais, Dover 
quickly. became. the more uſual and eſtabliſhed port 
of paſſage between France and Britain, and it has con- 
tinued ſo to the preſent time. 

When the antient harbour of Doves was changed 
from its antient ſituatjon is not known; moſt pro- 
bably by various occurrences of nature, the ſea left. it 
by degrees, till at laſt the former ſcite of it became 
entirely ſwallowed up by the beach. That the har- 
bour was much further within land, even at the time 
of the conqueſt than it is at preſeat, ſeems to be con- 
firmed by Domeſday, in which it is ſaid, that at the 
entrance of it, there was a mill which ed almoſt 
every ſhip that paſſed by it, on account of the great 
ſwell of the ſea there. Where the ſcite of this mill 
was, is now totally unknown, though. it is probable 
it was much within the land, and that by the ſtill 
further accumulation of the beach, and other na- 
tural cauſes, this haven was in proceſs of time ſo far 
filled up towards the inland part of it, as to change 
1 3 ſtill more to the ſouth-weſt, Pe 
the ſea. | 
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From the time of the Norman conqueſt this port 
+ contlunied the uſual paſſage to the continent, and to 
confine the intercourſe to this port only, there was a 
ſtatute paſſed anno 4 Edward IV. that none ſhould 
take ſhipping for Calais, but at Dover.” But in kivg 
Henry VII.'s time, which was almoſt the next-reign, 
the harbour was become fo ſwerved up, as to render 
it neceſſary for the king's immediate attention, to 
prevent its total ruin, and he expended great ſums of 
money for its preſervation. But it was found, that 
all that was done, would not anſwer the end propoſed, 
without the building of a pier to ſeaward, which was 
determined on about the middle of Henry VI111.'s 
reign, and one was conſtrued, which was compiled 
of two rows of main poſts, and great piles, which 
were let into holes hewn in the rock underneath, and 
ſome were ſnod with iron, and driven down into the 
main chalk, and faſtened together with iron bands and

had in it twenty-one wards, each of which was charged 
uith one ſhip for the king's uſe; in confideration of 
which, each ward had the privilege of a licenſed packet - 
boat, called a paſſenger, from Dover acroſs the ſea to 
Whitſan, in France, the uſual port at that time of 

embarking from thence.

Aiter this, the haven continuing to decay more 
than ever, notwithſtanding the W aſſi ſtance af- 
forded to it, the town itfelf ſeemed haſtening to im- 
poveriſnment. What the ſtate of it was in the 8th 
year of queen Elizabeth, may be ſeen; by the certifi- 
cate returned by the queen's order of the maritime 
places, in her gth year, by which it appears that there 
were then in Dover, houſes inhabited three hundred 
and fiſty- eight; void, or lack of inhabiters, nineteen;

When the monarchs of this realm came hither, they 

and their ſeveral great officers of ſtate lodged ſepa-

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oF EP pz Burn, ear! of Kent, a chief juſtice 
of England, the moſt eminent ſubject of his time, in 
the beginning of king Henry III. 's reign, founded a 
HOSPITAL in this town, uſually called the Maiſon Dieu 
the church of which he dedicated to St. Mary, for the 
maintenance of a maſter, and ſeveral brothers and ſiſ- 
ters, and of ſuch poor pilgrims as ſhould reſort thither. 
The patronage of which he afterwards gave to that 
king, who was upon that reputed the ſecond founder; 
and being preſent at the dedication of the church, gave 
and confirmed, at that time, as well as afterwards, ſes 
veral manors, poſſeſſions, and churches, to it; all 
which were confirmed by letters of inſpeximus by ang

At this hoſpital, during thoſe times when the kings 
of England, with their great officers of ſtate, ſtaid fre · 
quently in Dover, in their way to and from France, the

A woRKnovst was erected in Martin-ſtreet about 
1790, in which are kept the poor of the ſeveral pa- 
riſhes of Eaſt Langdon, St. Margaret's at Cliffe, com · 
prehending Oxney, united to it ſometime ſince in re- 
ſpect to the poor rates, Guſton, Weſt Langdon, Little 

Mongeham, Great Mongeham, Sutton, Ripple, and 
Weſtcliffe. A manufactory of ſpinning and weaving 
linen, ſackidg, ſheeting, &c. is carried on in it. The 
number of poor between forty and fifty.

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viſited by proper. perſons deputed from each pariſh, 
and under good regulations, ſo that it appears com -

The church, which is dedicated to St. Avguſtine, i is 
ſmall and mean, conſiſting of a nave, a ſmall iſle on the 
ſouth ſide only, and a chancel ; a wooden tower. at the 
weſt end, with a ſpire much out of the perpendicular, in 
which are four bells, none of which are antient.

Tuts ARIS is ſituated ching to Upper Deal, 
from which the upland part of it — kind of 
peninſula weſtward, which is ſurrounded on three 
ſides by the wet land and marſhes.
